Merchant Ships in Same Class. 


“The government contends it also 
covers domestic merchant ships out- 
side the waters of the United States, 
whether on the high seas or in foreign 
waters. But it does not say so, and 
what f& does say shows, as we have 
indicated, that it is confined to the 
physical territory of the United States. 
In support of their gee the de- 
fendants refer to the statement some-¢ 
times made that a merchant ship is a 
part of the territory of the country 
whose flag she flies. But this, as has | 
been apparently observed, is a figure 
of speech, a métaphor. The jurisdic- 
tion whieh it is intended to describe 
arises*out. of the nationality.of the 
ship, as. established by her domicile, 
registry, andiuse of the flag, and par- 
takes more of the chatacteristics of 
personal than of # territorial SOV- 

nty. 

'“Jt is chiefly applicable to, ships on 
the high seas, where there is ho terri- 
torial sovereign, and as respects ships 
in foreign. territorial waters it has little 
application beyond witat is affirmative. 
ly or tacitly permited y the local sov- 
ereign. 

“The government further contends 
that the amendment covers foreign 
merchant ships when within the terri- 
torial waters of the United States. Of 
course, if it were true that a ship is a 
part of the territory of the country 
whose flag she carries, the contention 
would fail. But, as that is a fiction, 
we think the contention is right. 


Rights of Alien Ships, 


“A merchant ship of one country 
voluntarily entering the territorial lim- 
its of another subject herself to the 
urisdiction of. the latter. The juris- 
diction attaches in virtue of her pres- 
ence, j with other objeets within 
those During her stay she is 
entitled to the protection of the laws 
of that place and correlatively: is 
bound ‘to yield obedience to them.. 

“Of course, the loca] sovereign, may 
out of considerations, of public policy 
éhoose to forego the extension of its 
jurisdiction or to exert the same in| 
only a limited way, but this is a 
/mpatter resting solely in its discretion. 
‘The rule now generally recognized, 1s 
nowhere better stated than in the Ex- 
change, 7 Cranch. 116, 136, 144, where 
Chief Justice Marshall, speaking: for, 
this court, said: 

-“* The jurisdiction of the nation 
within its own territory is necessarily 
‘exclusive and absolute. It is suscep- 
tie ef no limitation not imposed by 
itself. Any restriction upon it, de- 
riving ‘validity from an _ external 
gource, would imply a diminution of 
its sovereignty to the extent of the 
restriction, and.an investment of that 
sovereignty to the same extent in that 
power which could impose such re- 
striction. 


Home Nation Rules at Will. 

“* All exceptions, therefore, to the 
full and complete. power of a nation 
within its own territories must be 
traced up to the consent of the na- 
tion itself. They. can flow from no 
other legitimate source:

ing with the Canal Zone “which ex-

THE ENFORCEMENT ACT

“With this understanding of the 
amendment, we turn to the national 
prohibition act, C. 83, 41 Stat. 
which was enacted to enforce it. The 
act is a long one and most of its pro- 
visions have no real bearing here. Its 
scope and pervading purpose are fairly 
reflected by the following excerpts 
from title two: ° 

“*Sec. 3. No person shall on or 
after the date when the eighteenth 
amendment to’the constitution of the 
United States goes into effect, manu: 
facture, sell, barter, transport, import, 
export, deliver, furnish or possess any 
intoxicating liquor except_as author- 
ized in this act and all the provisions 
of thig act shall be liberally construed 
to the end that the use of intoxicating 
liquor as a beverage may be prevented.’ 

“*Sec. 21. Any room, house, build- 


ing, boat, vehicle, structure, or place | 


where intoxicating Hquor is manufac- 
tured, sold, kept or bartered in viola- 
tion of this title, and all: intoxicating 
liquor and property kept and used in 
maintaining the same, is hereby de- 
clared to be a common nuisance. F 

“*Sec. 23., That any person who 
shall, with A4ntent to effect a sale-of 


liduor, by himself, his employé, servant, | 


or agent, for himself or any person, 
company or corppration, keep or carry 
around on his person, or in a vehicle 
or other conveyance whatever, any 
liquor in violation of this title is guilty 
of a nuisance... .’ 

*** Sec. 26. When the commissioner, 
his assistants, inspectors, or any officer 
of the law shall discover any person 
in the act of transporting in violation 
of the law, intoxicating liquors in any 
wagon, buggy, automobile, water or air 
craft, or other vehicle, it shall be his 
duty to seize any and all intoxicating 
liquors found therein being transported 
contrary to law.’ 


As to Sea Territory. 


“Other provisions show that various 
penalties arid forfeitures are prescribed 
for violations of the act; and that the 
only insistance in which the possession 
of intoxicating liquor for beverage 
purposes is recognized as lawful is 
where the liquor was obtained before 
the act went in effect and is kept 
in the owner’s dwelling for use therei 
by him, his family, and his bonafide 
guests. ’

CONCLUSIONS OF couRT | 


’ “Examining the act as a whole, we 
think it shows very plainly, first, that 
it is intended to be operative through- 
out the territorial limits of the United 
States, with the single exception stated 
in the Canal Zone provision; secondly, 
that it is not intended to apply to 
domestic vessels when outside the ter- 
ritorial waters of the United States, 
and, thirdly, that it is intended to

apply to all merchant vessels, whether 

‘foreign or domestic, when within those 
waters, save as the Panama Canal 
‘Zone exception provides otherwise. 

“In so saying we do not mean to 
imply that congress is without power 
to regulate the conduct of domestic 
merchant ships when on the high seas, 
or to exert such contrdél over them 
when in foreign waters as may be 
affirmatively or tacitly permitted by 
the territorial sovereignty, for it long 
has been settled that congress does | 
hold such power over them, Lord vs. 
Steamship, 102, U. S. 641; the Abby 
Dodge, 223, U. S. 166, 176. 

“But we do mean that the national 
prohibition act discloses that it is in- 
tended only to enforce the eighteenth 
amendment and limits its fleld of op- 
eration, like that of the amendment,

British F inancier 
Sees Menace to U. S. 
in Gold Depreciation 


The value of gold is going down and 
that of commodities up, to the grave 
danger of America and the world at 
large, unless this country takes care 
that its credit “does not exceed legiti- 
mate demands,” Frederick C. Good- 
enough, chairman of Barclay’s bank, 
London, ‘and one of Great Britain’s 
financial leaders, declared last night 
in an address before the Industrial 
club of Chicago. 

“Gold is in risk of depreciation in 
terms of commodities, due to the ac- 
cretion of gold in America and the 
fact that under the federal reserve act 
it can be .used for the construction of 
a great volume of credit,” Mr. Good- 


} enough said. 


“ America can issue currency and 
thereupon build credit up to a figure 
greatly in excess of her present re- 
quirements. Unless this credit is used 
in such a way that it shall not exceed 
légitimate demands based on _ the 
growth of the population and its 
ability to absorb the industrial out- 
put which may be created for the 
purpose of foreign trade or foreign in- 
vestments, it is certain that a rise in 
the value of commodities will take 
place. A situation could arise which 
might develop into a grave danger to 
America and the world at large— 
financially and industrially.”
